REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-10 are allowed. The following is a statement of the Examiner's reasons for 
allowance. Regarding claim 1, the claim is allowed in light of the Applicant's amendment and 
arguments on pages 4-5 of the Remarks filed on 09/22/10. The claimed invention is therefore 
considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and non-obvious over prior art.
